2) News broadcasts that might mention the fire (we already have the CBS news of 11-29-1942) — maybe 
there were some on Nov. 30, Dec. 1, etc. 

3) Recordings of Dotty Myles (Columbia recordings), who was the performer there at that time. 

4) Recording of Boston College - Holy Cross college football game from this date; strangely, BC was 
heavily favored to win and had booked the venue for a party that night; they lost, canceling the event, and avoiding 
catastrophic loss of life. 

5) Photographs of memorabilia (menus, matchbook covers (ironically),napkins).
